A Colcrado Party Belated and in the Agony of Death 
~The Arrival of the Rescuers—A Sad Scene

Denver,Col,, December 28,—The first report 
of hunger, cold, and death in the mountains 
comes from Eagle county, N. R. Smith, of 
Dotsero, started a week ago last Tuesday, in 
company with Elbridge Forsyth, and two 
teams, from that place for Coffee Pot springs, 
for lumber. That night the sterm be 
gan. Ou last Sunday the mail 
carrier reached Dotsero from Carbonate, with 
information that these men had not been seen 
since Wednesday and_as the storm had raged 
with unabated fury, it was known that some- 
thing had gone wrong with them. A relief 
party of Gve men was started at once, and 
after a struggle through the drifting snow 
and a furious gale of wind, they found For- 
svth half dead from hunger and cold, and so 
weak that he was unable to move. When 
they asked for Smith the famished man point- 
ed some distance away and gasped: 

“Ho died yesterday morning.” 

And then said: 

“Boys, you are too late for either of us.” 

While the mound was exa sined aud Smith’s 
Pt was found half covered with snow and 

zen hard, in Forsyth’s clenched hand was a 
scrap of paper on which he had written, with 
his benumbed fingers, a brief word to his wife 
as follows: 

“Dear Addie: We cannot live another 
night. I want you to have everything. 

Roach Forsyva. 

Ile was carried to Willow Springs and cared 
for. His feet are badly frozen, and he will 
be crippled for life. Smith, the dead man, 
came from Rox chester, New York.

TWO MEN LYNCHED. 


And a Possibility Fxists s that They Were 
fanorent. 

New Orieans, December 2%.—Last Friday 
night Jordan | Parker, colored, and hig som= ~ 
Daniel were arrested at Purvis station, Miss., — 
charged with baving placed obstructions on. 
the Northeastern railroad track, wrecking & 
train and causing the death, by sealding, of 
Engineer Turner and the fireman. When the 
wreck was reported Tom Griffin was put 
in charge of the detective work.” 
After considereble hard work in getting 

all the facts of the case, and the clues to the 
desperate men, the detectives went to work. 
Their efforts were a short time successful, and ~ 
the two Parkers, whose reputations had ‘been 
under a cloud for some time, were arrested and 
lodged in jail at Purvis. These men had fam- 
ilies and lived there for a number of years. 
Having been placed in jail they 
were charged with the commission of the 
crime, and after a time they confessed it. 
They said they thought it was a freight train, 
end desired to wreck it in order to steal from 
the cars what goods they wanted for Christ- 
mas. They did not intend to wreck the 
passenger train snd were sorry it was done. 
They also expressed great sorrow at the death 
of Bob Turner. Further they admit- 
ted that they wrecked the 
freight train in the same place 
and for the same purpose one year ago, The 
news of the arrest was kept very quiet, but it 
soon became common talk among railroad 
men. Friday night, at midnight, fifty railroad 
men, conductors, engineers, firemen, brakemen 
and section men boarded the south-bound 
irain at Meridian. It was soon apparent te 
those on the train that so mething very unusual 
was going to occur. The train stopped 
at I urvis, and the crowd got offand proceeded 
at once tothe jail, where they broke dows 
the doors, and having laead ropes about the 
necks of the men, led them ont. The wreck- 
ers egain confessed the crime, bunt begged 
mcst piteously fer their lives.. It was to me 
purpose. In the minds of the mob there was 
only the blood of Bob Turner crying from 
the ground for vengeance, and with no further 
ado they took the men toa point near the scene 
of the wreck and strung them up te trees, It 
was one o’clock Saturday morning when 
the job was completed, and as the 
last man ewung ef! the 


pale moon 
peeped from behind a mountain of 
clouds and tit with its rays a scene as ghastly 
and es horrible as one ever beholds in thia life. 
There were the bodies of two notorious deg- 
peradoes, whose deeds had rendered them toe. 
untit for further life. Andasthe moonbeams- 
glistenedthrough the boughs of the trees 
upen the dead men, the members of the mob 
stole no iselessly away in the 
deepening shadows and the plaintive sighs of 
the wind, alone broke tho stillness of death. 
Later news shows that the men. lynched 
were probably innocent. The confession was 
extorted from Daniel Parker by thrusting his 
hands into the flames in a red hot stove, and 
kceping them there until they were burned to 


a crisp.

The New « ‘rleans Picayune is of the opina-
